2. {Currently Amended) A method of preparing and fulfilling a medication 
prescription writt e n by a phyGician for a pati e nt at th e time of physical e xamination 
comprising the steps of: 

A. providing a patient with a p ersonal memory card (PMC) established for the 
benefit of, and carried by th e patient, said PMC having a stored memor v, wherein 
said stored memory includes at least including t he patient's personal information, 
consulting physician information, acc e ssibl e and a preferred p harmacy 
information , and medical history ; 

B. reading said stored memory into a first PMC reader/writer from said PMC 
and viewably presenting said stored memory on a personal digital assistant 
(PDA); 

C. modifying said stored memory of said PMC by [[the]] a physician via 
entry on said PDA to include a^new medication prescription p r e scriptions and 
additional medical history to form an updated stored memory in conjunction with 
a physical examination of the patient by the physician; 

D. reading said updated stored memory of said PMC via a second PMC 
reader into to an office computer of the physician, said office computer 
programmed to electronically transfer said updated stored memory to a central 
host server; 

E. transferring said updated stored memory to the host server via the 
Internet; 
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F. transmitting a prescription fulfillment request electronically by said host 
server for the n ew medication prescription p roscriptionG contained within said 
updated stored memory to the preferred pharmacy one of the accessibl e 
pharmaci e s , said host server configured to stor e said updated stor e d m e mory and 
for electronically transmitting said request; and 

G. receiving t ransmitting a confirmation electronically fi-om the preferred 
pharmacy on e of the pharmacies selected in st e p F back to said offic e comput e r 
advising that the new medication prescription has been any n e w prescriptions ar e 
fiilfiUed. 



3. {Currently Amended) A system for preparing and fiilfilling a patient's 
prescription writt e n by a physician for medication comprising: 

a personal memory card (PMC) for the ben e fit of, and carried by th e 
patient, said PMC having a stored memor y including the patient's p e rsonal 
information, consulting physician information, accessible pharmacy inform aito^^ 
and m e dical history ; 

data stored on the stored memory, said data including the patient's 
personal information, consulting physician information, and a preferred 
pharmacy information: 

a first PMC reader/writer connected to a personal digital assistant (PDA) 
and programmed to receive and viewably display said data stor e d m e mory on 
said PDA, said data stor e d m e mory being modified by the physician via 
corresponding entry on said PDA to include a new medication prescription 
pr e scriptions and additional medical history t o form an updated dat a stored 
memory ; and 

a second PMC reader/writer connected to the physician's office computer 
and programmed to receive and store said updated dat a stor e d m e mory r e ad and 
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rec e iv e d from said PMC and to transfer said updated dat a stor e d m e mory to a 
remotely located central host server; 

wherein said host server is programmed to receive and store said updated 
dat a stor e d m e mory and to thereafter select one of the accessible pharmacies and 
to then transmit a prescription fiilfillment request for [[any]] the n ew medication 
prescription p rescriptions contain e d within said updated stored m e mory to the 
preferred pharmacy soloctod accessibl e pham taey-and to then receive t ransmit a 
confirmation back from the preferred pharmacy when the new medication 
prescription is to said offic e comput e r advising when th e new pr e scriptions are 



said stored memory of said PMC is programmed to also include insurer 
information; 

said host server is programmed to also electronically transfer insurance 
information of said updat e d stor e d memory to an to the patient's insurer 
d e signat e d in said updated stored m e mory . 

5. {Currently Amended) The method of claim 2, further comprising the steps of: 

H. electronically transmitting appropriate insurer information by said host 
s e rv e r corr e sponding to information regarding the examination and the n ew 
medication prescription p rescriptions to the patient's insurer .

1 , {Currently Amended) A system for preparing and fulfilling a patient's 
prescription for medication prepar e d by a physician comprising: 

a personal memory card (PMC) having patient information stored thereon 
including — pati e nt — personal — informati on; — consulting — physician — informati on; 
accoGsiblo pharmacy information, and medical history ; 

data including the patient's personal information, consulting physician 
information, and preferred pharmacy information, wherein said data is stored on 
the PMC: 

a personal digital assistant (PDA); 

a first PMC reader connected to said PDA, said first PMC reader 
programmed to read said PMC and viewably pres e nt said patient information on 
said PDA, said PDA programmed to allow the physician to add u pdat e said 
pati e nt information to include a_new medication prescription to said data stored 
on the PMC p rescription(s) and additional m e dical history to updat e said pati e nt 
information in conjunction with a physical e xamination of th e patient by the 
physician ; 

an office computer; 

a central host server; and 
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a second PMC reader connected to said office computer, said second 
[[PCM]] PMC r eader programmed to receive and read said PMC and 
electronically transfer the new medication prescription and the preferred 
pharmacy updated said pati e nt information to said office computer, said office 
computer programmed to electronically transfer the new medication prescription 
and the preferred pharmac y updated said patent information to said host server; 

said host server programmed to receive the new medication prescription 
and the preferred pharmacy from the office computer, and stor e updated said 
patient information and to electronically transmit a prescription fulfillment 
request to the preferred pharmacy for any new pr e scriptions contain e d within 
updated said patient information to a sel e ct e d one of the acc e ssibl e pharmaci e s 
and to e lectronically transmit a confirmation back to said office computer 
advising that th e n e w prescriptions arc fulfilled . 
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
